THIRD PARTY MEN RULE. 

A 3) rfrom L. L. Polk was read, 
ys the conference to issue an ad- 
and defer action on the third 
party until 1892. This caused a breeze, 
and when the motion to refer it to the 
Committee on Resolutions was de- 
clared carried, there was a loud de- 
mand that the negative be put by the 
chair. The demand was renewed and 
continued irom time to time. 

Ignatius Donnelly, chairman of the 
Committeeon Resolutions ciimbed upon 
the rostrum at this juncture, and 
almost his first words caused a whirl- 
The declaration 
from Donnelly which set the conven- 
tion wild was to the effect that he was 
| there to report that the Committee on 
Piatform was a unit for the organiza- 

tion of a third party. Two alterna- 
tives were presénted, he said, either to 
ignore the third party or divide the 
friends of reform, 

He gave way to Robert Schilling of 
Wisconsin, secretary of the committee, 
who read the platform as follows: 

‘THE PLATFORM. 

That in view of the great social, indus- 
trial and economical revolution now dawn- 
ing upon the civilized world, and the new 
and living issues confronting the Amer- 
ican people, we believe the time has ar- 
rived for crystallization of the political re- 
form forces of our country and the forma- 
tion of what should be known as the Peo- 
ple’s party of the United States of 
America. 

That we most heartily indorse the de- 
mands of the platforms adopted at St. Louis 
in 1889, Ocala, Fla., in 1890, and Omaha in 
1891, by the industrial organizations there 
represented and summarized as follows: 
‘The rights to make and issue money is the 
sovereign power to be maintained hy the 
people for their common Denefit; hence we 
demand the abolition.of national banks as 
banks of issue. We demand that legal 
tender treasury notes be issued in suf- 
ficent. volume to transact the business 
of the country op a cash basis, without 
damage or especial advantage to any class 
or calling, such notes to be legal tender in 
payment of all debts, public and private, 
and such notes, when demanded by the 
people, shall be a loan to them at not more 
than ‘2 per cent, per annum upon non-per- 
ishable products, as indicated in the sub- 
treasury plan and also upon real estate, 
with proper limitation upon‘ the queasy of 
land and amount of money. We demand 
free and unlimited cvinage of silver. We 
dema:.d the passige of laws prohibiting 
alien ownership of land, and that Congress 
take prompt action to devise some plan to 
obtain all lands now owned by ajien and 
foreign syndicates, and that all land held by 
railroads and other corporations in excess 
of such asis actually used and needed by 
them be reclaimed by the Goverument, and 
held for actual settiers only. 


Believing in the doctrine of equal rights’ 


to ail and special privileges to none, we de- 
mand that taxation, national, State or 
‘municipal, shall not be used to build up 
one interest or class at the expense of 
We demand that all revenue, 
national, State or county, shall be limited to 
the mecessary expenses of the Government, 
economically’ and honestly administered. 
We-<demand a just and equitabie system of 
graduated tax on income. We demand the 


most rigid, “honest and just national con- 


trol and supervision of the means of public 
communieatiop and transportation; and if 
this dees not remove the abuses now exist- 
ing we demand Government ownership of 
such means of communication and transpor- 
tation. | 

We demand the election of President, 


1 Vice-President and United States Senators 


by the direct vote of the people. We urge 
the united action of all progressive organi- 
zations in attending the conference called 
for February 22, 1892, by six leading reform 
organizations; that a national central com- 
mittee be appointed by this conference to be 
composed of three menibers from each State 
represented, to be named by each State 
delegation. That this central committee 
shali represent this body, attend the na- 
tional conference February 22, 1892, and if 


possible unite with that and all 
other reform organizations there  as- 
sembled. If no satisfactory arrangement 


can be effected this committee sbali call a 
national committee not liaterth n June 1, 
1892, for the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for President and Vice-President; 
that members of the central committee for 
each State where there is no independent 
political organization conduct an active 
system of pvolitical agitation in their re- 
spective States. 


MORE- RESOLUTIONS. 
Additional resolutions were pre- 
sented as follows: 


That the question of no Wg suffrage be 
commended tothe favorabie cousideration 
of the various States and Territories; that 
while the party in power in 1509 pledged 
the faith of the Nation to pay in coin a debt 
contracted on agepreciated currency basis 
and payable in currency, thus adding nearly 
$1,000,000,000 to the burdens of the people, 
which meant gold for the bohdholders and 


depreciated currency for the soldier; 
and holding that the men’ who 
imperiled their lives to save the 


Nation should have been paid in money as 
good asthat paid to bondholders, we de- 
mand the issue of legal-tender treasury 
notes in sufficient amount to make the pay 
of the soldier equal to par with coin, or such 
other legislation as shall do equal and exact 
justice to Union soldiers of-rhis country; 
that the eight-hour day principle should be 
extended to apply to all corporations em- 

loying labor in the different States of the 
alee? that the cunference condemns in 
unmeasured terms the action of the direc- 
tors of the World’s Fair in refusing a mini- 
mum rate of wages. 

There was also presented a resolu- 
tion calling on the Attorney-General 
tosubmitthe act providing for the 
opening of Oklahoma to homestead 
settlement to the Supreme Court at 
the earliest possible moment, that 
settlers may: understand the lawfu! 
and constitutional meaning of said 
act, and put a stop to ruinous litiga- 


tion. 

The following resolution, introduced 
by Mason A. Green of Massachusetts, 
in behalf of the Nationalists, was re- 
terred to the various reform bodies for 
their consideration: 

Resolved, that when in the course of bus- 
iness consolidations in the form of trusts or 
private syndicates, 1t becomes evident that 
any branch of commerce is used for the be- 
hoof and profit of a few men at the expense 
of the general public, we believe the people 
shouldt assume charge of such commerce 
through their national, State or municipal 
administration .~ 


A PERFECT PANDEMONIUM. 

The name of the new party, “The 
People’s party of the United States,” 
elicited a magnificent outburst of 
applause, and as each plank 
was read the cheering was”. .re- 
newed so frequently that the great hall 
seemed to reverberate continuously. 
One plank recommended 
suffrage to favorable consideration 
and another demanded payment of 
pénsions on a gold basis. ‘The tormer 
met with a rather chilly recognition, 
but the latter was roundly cheered, 
-Atthis-juneture- delegate objected 
that the platform was one-sided for 
the Farmers’ Alliance,-but he met 
with little efcouragement. Schilling 
announced the pension plank and

A por- 
tion of the convention in a thunderous 
chorus sang to the tune of *‘Guod-bye, 
My Lover, Good-bye,’”’ the words 
“Good-bye, old parties, good-bye,”’ and 
then the “Doxology.” ‘the tumult, 
surpassing in its remarkable sudden- 
ness and vigor anything that had pre- 
viously taken place in the convention, 
lasted fnily a quarter of an hour, till it 
ceased from sheer exhaustion. | 
Several delegates urged the adoption 


to have vent, and one after another 
the orators relieved themselves. When 
order was finally restored, the platform 
proper, exclusive of the resolutions, 
was adopted by arising vote. At this 
stage the convention was little better 
than a howling mob. 
PROHIBITION REPUDIATED. 

In the midst of the confusion G M. 
Miller of California, came to the front 
on the prohibition question, which had 
been ignored in the platform and reso- 
lutions. All efforts to sbake him off 
with points of order were ineffectual. 
The resolution offered by him was 
brief but tothe point. It satd: 

Resolved, That we favor the abolition of 
the liquor traffic. 

Fitty orators clamored for recofni- 
tion, but the firat to succeed was 
Schilling of Wisconsin. He declared 
ufmself a strong temperance man, but 
he opposed a discussion of the question 
of prohibition at this time. ‘The reso- 
lution had been fully considered and 
voted down by the Committee on Plat- 
form. ‘Tospring it now was plainly 
throwing a firebrand into the conven- 
tion, and, in his opinion. a deliberate 
attempt to cause a split, ° 

After another awful uproar, the pro- 
hibition amendment was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. 

The resolutions were then adopted, 
with onlv three dissenting votes. 

A resolution against trusts was 
choked off by a point of order raised 
by Schilling of Wisconsin that all reso- 
lutions should be referred to the com- 
mittee without being read. : 

Then the convention got down to 
business again, and the matter of 
choosing a national committee was 
taken up. Chairman Weaver, who 
had relieved Peffer, then declared a 
welcome recess.

A few moments of confused prep- 
aration for adjournment sine die en- 
sued. Then the chairman’s gavel fell 
aud the first convention of the People’s 
party of the United States passed into 
history.

It Carries Death an! Havoe 
Through Missouri. 


Many Dwellings Blown Down and. 
Their Inmates Killed, 


A Long Chapter of Fatalities in the 
Storm’s Path. 


Graphlie Story of a Survivor—Names 
_of Some of the Victims— 
Immense Damage to 
Property.

Mexico (Mo.,) May 20.—|By theAs- 
sociated Press.) A terrific tornado 
passed three miles north of this place 
this afternoon in the vicinity of Bear 
Creek. So’ fur as beard from. fifteen ‘ 
houses in the vicinity of that place® 
were destroyed, ten or twelve persons 
were killed, an equal number were fa- 
tally injured, and a large number were 
badly hurt. 

At the house of a farmer named 
Duffy, where John Doerger and family 
were living, James Doerger, aged 16, 
was killed outright. Lizzie Doerger~~ 
died in a few minutes. Mrs. Doerger 
was crushed to death by falling tim- 
ber, and Doerger was fatally injured 
and the house entirely swept away. 
Nothing bas been heard of Duffy, and. 
it is supposed his body was carried 
away by the cyclone.

The tornado passed on east, passin 
Rush Hill one mile north, 
destruction everywhere. ‘here is no 
doubt great destruction ot property 
and life occurred farther east. Great 
trees were taken up by the roots. 

A SURVIVOR’S STORY. 

E. B. Morris, whose house was ip 
the storm’s path, said: “WhenlI first . 
noticed the storm the wind blew a 
gale. Iwas holding my baby in my- 
arms when the cyclone struck the 
house. I was dashed against the 
house and the baby was carrieda 
huudred yards and dashed against a 
tree. I picked it up and went back 
to the house to find my family scat 
tered im every direction and badly 
burt.” 

A great deal of live stock and poul-® 
try were kilied. The width of the cy- 
clone was about three hundred yards, 
As far as heard from it was about 
twelve miles long.

ties in the sum of $2500 each. If any viola- 
tion of the neutrality laws had been com- 
mitted, as alleged, these sailors, who only 
obeyed their captain, who had given $5000 
bail for his appearance when wanted, could 
not be held responsible for it, nor did he 
believe that the District Attorney expected 
todo so. They had already been kept in 
jail by the Government forten days, con- 
trary to their constitutional rights, and it 
was certainly a bardship upon therm to be 
restrained from their liberty under the ex- 
isting circumstances. 

In reply to a question put by Judge Ross, 
the applicant’s counsel stated that the re- 
ques®was made at the instarice of the Coast 
Seamen’s Union, of which organization all 
five sailors were members, but that the 
bonds would be furnished by freeholders uf 
this city and he would guarantee that they 
would be satisfactory to the Court. Charies

The City Council, several weeks ago, or- 
dered the City Attorney to bring suit for 
the money. r, McFarland has ever since 
been looking up the law and searching 
authorities, and yesterday filed his com- 
plaint.

The Description Tallles with That of 
‘ the Missing Man, But Has

The disappearance of H. Jay Hanchette 
is still shrouded in mystery. Early in the 
‘afternoon yesterday: the following Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch was received from 
Chicago:

roving the dispatch, but no ausBwer came 
back, and up to the hour of going to press 
nothing additional had been received. 

In this city nothingis known beyond 
what has already been published. The 
friends of the missing man are rapidly

ry, but Mrs. Hanchetts 
is firmly of the opinion that her busband 
has been the victim ot foul play. News is 
liable tocome at any moment definitely 
solving the mystery. At the furthest, in- 
formation will be received from Chicago to- 
day about the body found there, and until 
this matter is disposed of, theories and 
speculations amount to nothing.

Mrs. Waldron’s Arrest and Her Im- 
mediate Discharge. -

he was satisfied she was insané, because 
.she had written blackmailing letters to him,

Mrs. Waldron .stated thatshe was 57 
years of age, and was born‘at Dover, N. H. 
She had lived in California since 1883. Her 
husband, with whom she lived 14 years, was 
dead, but her two brothers and two sisters 
were still living, as f:\rasshe knew. She 
explained that some time ago she had been 
offered an option for sixty days by the own- 
ers of the Harlem Hot Springs, in San Ber- 
nardino’county, to dispose of it for them for 
$100,000 to an eastern stock company, for 
which she was to receive $5000 cash. About 
that time, however, the asylum cemmis- 
sion was looking for a site fur the new asy- 
lum, and she bad putina bid forthe Har- 
lem Hot Springs, thus putting a stop to her 


A letter was then read, which she had 
written to a woman in this city to the effect 
that unless certain stories which had been 
put in circulation about her were contra- 
dicted, suit would be commenved against 
ber for malicious slander. 

_ Mrs, Waldron explained this very satis- 
factorily by stating that she had attended a 
stance iven by a medium 
named Mre, Miller. hile at the house she 
had found Mr, Miller’s watch in the yard, 
and on returning to giye it to him, surprised 
Mrs. Miller and “Professor’’ Wilcox in a 
room together. She gave the watch to Mrs. 
Miller, telling her where she found it, and 
left, A few days afterward she heard that 
the woman was circilating stories to the 
effect that she had stolen the watch, but haa 
returned it for fear of arrest, evidently for 
the purpose of giving ber a bad reputation, 
so as to discredit her story. . 

Several other interesting developments 
were promised, but the Court put a stop to 
further disclosures by discharging Mra, 
Waldrop and reprimanding the witnesses.

‘THE MILLER MURDER. 


Arrest of Miles Charged with 
the Crime. 


THE POLICE REFUGE.TO TALK 


Important Evidence Belleved. to 
Have Been Discovered, Which 
is Being Kept Back—Funeral © 
of the Murdered Man. 


_ The first arrest by the police in the Mil- 

ler murder was made yesterday after- 
noon, when George H. Miles, the dead 
man’s partner, was taken in custody on a 
charge of murder. 


Ever since the cowardly and brutal mur- 
der of George W. Miller, in one of the card 
rooms in the rear of his saloonon Spring 
street last Saturday night, the detective de- 
partment has been at work On the case. As 
soon as the murder was discovered, and the 
body removed, Chief Glass ordered the sa- 
loon locked, and took possession of the 
keys, and from thattime no one has had 
access to the place. except the lice 
authorities. Miles and Woolley, the young 
man who had charge of the billiard tabies, 
and who was sent to wake Miller, told their 
stories, when they. were allowed to go— 
that is, they were not locked up, although 
they have been closely watched from that 
time. 


And the detectives commenced their 


work. 

Just what evidence there is in the posses- 
sion of the police it is im ibie to say. 
Chiof Giats admitted that Miles had been 
arrested, charged With the murder, and that 
he thought there was circumstautiai evi- 
dence sufficient to make out a strung case, 
but beyond this he declined to taik at the 
time, and the.detectives, when 
referred the reporter to the Chief. 

During the past day or twoa good deal 
has leaked out, and by putting one thing 
with another a fair theory can 
be worked out. To commence at the be- 
ginning, when the reporters reached the 
scene of the murder, Saturday night, a step 
ladder was noticed standing agaiust the 
side of the cardroom, and when asked what 
it was for Miles replied that Woolley 
climbed up to look over the partition to see

Mitter-was inthe room, having sent him. 
back to it, andif the object was only to 
awaken him, even if there was no key, 
shaking the doer would have had the de- 
sired effect. Then the door between the 
room in which the dead man lay and the 
next one. which was supposed to haye been 
nailed up, was open, the small nail which 
held it at the top having been 
carefully drawn out. This was a sus- 
picious circumstance in itself, but whether 
or not it will cut any figure in Miles’s case, 
remains to be seen. 

‘rhere were quite a number of men who 
hang about the saloon, and they have been 
doing considerable talking, and from bints 
which.have been dropped it appears that 
Miller and Miles have not been on the best 
of terms lately, and there have been quite a 
number of tilts between them. It is even 
said that on more than one occasion Miller 
has said that he wanted to get rid of Miles, 
and was preparing to dispeuse with his ser- 
vices, When Miller was drinking he was’ 
very outspoken, and not always choice in 
his expressions, which caused some friction 
between himself and Miles, - 

Miles’s character has also been pretty 
freely canvassed, and it is notsuch, it is 
claimed, as to put him above suspicion. 

Of course Miles may be innocont, but 
the police have moved im the case with 
great care,and it is safe to assume that they 
have discovered important evidence or the 
arrest would not have been made. * 

MILLER’S FUNERAL. 

The murdered man was buried from his 
late residence, No. 437 South BroudWway, 
yesterday morning. The funeral was quite 
largely attended and there were a number 
of handsome fiofal tributes.

Night before lust Mrs. Miller's attor- 
neys visited her residence on Bro.d- 
way, shortly after midnight, to draw up her 
will, as her physician thought she could oot 
live till: morning, but she was so low that 
they could do nothing, and the matter had 
to be posthoned.

We will probably file it tomorrow, and you 
can get the full contents.

Millions of Money Saved to Legitimate 
Heirs by a Keporter. 

The New York Herald bas for six months 
employed one of its reporters, who unites 
journalistic and detective qualities in an 
tintistial degree, in unearthing the most. 
extraordinary conspiracy of recent times. 
This was nothing less than the production 


estate of Loring A. Robertson, and the 
pee implicates the “widow,” her part- 
in sin and apparently several others 
not hitherto suspected of crookedness.

The Kose of Sharvn Not a Rose. 

The anemone coronaria commonly 
grows wild about Smyrna and in Asia 
Minor, spreading far and wide as the 
most beautiful of spring blossoms, grow- 
ing on chalk soil along the edges of 
shrubbery. We eannot wonder that it 
was already in ancient times a favorite 
of the inhabitants'and excited in poetic 
minds sensations such as can only be ex- 
“Iam the 
rose of Sharon and the lily of the val- 
léys,” sings the first verse of the second 
chapter of Solomon’s song, and there can 
be no doubt today what is here meant by 
the rose of Sharon. 

It was an American, Fiske P. Brewer, 
who decided this question, Narcissus 
Tazetta, which likewise grows in Pales- 
tine, having previously been considered 
the Biblical flower. This gentleman, ac- 
eording’ tothe Edinburgh Review of 
¥886, while traveling in the year 1859 
from Jaffa to Ranleh, came upon a place 
where a considerable expanse of ground 
was half covered with brilliant red 
flowers. At the sight of«them some of 
his native companions immediately ex- 
claimed, ‘‘Roses of Sharon,” and when 
he inquired about the name he was told 
that the anemone was there universally 
so called. . 

“In truth it would not be easy other- 
wise to speak of a rose in Palestine, for 
native roses do not exist there—at least 
not where they would justify the associ- 
ation-of the plain of Sharon with their 
name. Wild roses are found in Pales- 
tine only on Lebanon, or where, here 
and there, R. centifolia is cultivated for 
the production of attar, as in the Wadi- 
el-Werd (Rose-valley), near Hebron. 
According to Ebers and Guthe, in their 
“Palestine,” the translations of the 
Bible often usé*the word rose where 
there is no warrant for understanding 
by itatrue rose. The roses of Persia 
and Media were not introduced into 
| Palestine before the Grecian period.—

AN IGNIS FATUUS. 


The third-party carpenters are ham- 
mering away at their fabric in Cincin- 
nati. Right at the outset, that wild- 
eyed theorist, Ignatius Donnelly, of 


4 Shakspeare-Bacon fame, threw the 


convention into confusioh by some 
resolutions to which the majority ob- 
jected. He was, however, appointed 
on the Committee on Resolutions, 
which made him chairman. 

The Committee on Resolutions had a 
long and arduous session. Prohibi- 
tion and woman suffrage were, of 
course, brought up. Money was to be 
done away with, or rather, the people 
were to make theirown money. This 
tickled the convention and they roared 
their applause. Moreover, the people 
were to build their own railroads— 
more applause—and the movement was 
even to take the place of the churches, 
fighting with “ballots.and prayer.”’ 
The eight-hour law also _ received 
a hearty send-off. Then ap- 
peared Master Workman Powderly, 
who was received with deaf- 
ening cheers. He very sensibly warned 
the convention against undue haste. 

The Committee on Resolutions la- 
bored until 3:30 yesterday morning, 
and then didn’t finish, adjourning 
until 10 o’clock. A gentlemen who 
ventured a suggestion against the im- 
mediate organization of a new party 
was almost slain on the spot. It took 
several sergeants-at-arms to rescue 
him from the advocates of particular 
purity in politics. A lady was then 
graciously permitted to express sym- 
pathy with the movement, plead for a 
prohibition plank and denounce, the 
banquet arranged for that evening, de- 
claring thatthe brewers were backing 
it, from which we judge that the re- 

formers intended to take malt liquors 
with theirs. The lady’s speech aroused 
quite a feeling, and itis said thay she 
is to be disciplined by the less ultra of 
her delegation. 

Next came United States Senator 
Peffer—he of the long and flowing 
beard—and proclaimed that the assem- 
plage before him was one of the most 
important ever convened on American 
soil. He added that we are upon the 
eve of a much more important era in 
the interest of the people of this coun- 
try than probably any that ever con- 
fronted them. They had before them 
a power which was crushing the people 
not only in America but in all the 
world. They are divided upon some 
minor matters, but thanks be to God they 
are united on this. The money power 
must be deposed. There is now no 
such thing as stopping the avalanche. 

The touching spectacle of a presen- 
tation of a basket of flowers to 
Senator Peffer by a Chicago lady 
was then witnessed. After this, 
an appeal was made for funds 
to pay the fare home of colored 
brethren from the sunny South who 
were in attendance at the convention. 
A vote on the order of business re- 
sulted in what the reports describe as 
**pandemonium,” after which the dele- 
gates, naturally feeling exhausted, 
went to lunch. : 

In the afternoonf the platform was 
promulgated. Itfecites the asserted 
crying need of She formation of the 
People’s Party of the United States of. 
America. Various platforms adopted 
by labor organizations are indorsed 
and demands reiterated for the aboli- 
tion of national banks as banks of 
issue; the issue of legal tender notes as” 
a loan at2 percent on non-perishable 
products and real estate (Senator 
Stanford’s scheme); the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver; the probibi- 
tion of alien ownership of land and 
forfeiture of.lands now so owned; the 
same of surplus railroad lands; a grad- 
uated income tax and rigid supervision 
of railroads. 


Scarcely had this been done when the 
new party was threatened with dis- 
ruption, all on account of the attempt 
of a Californian to introduce probi- 
bition resolution. It was voted down 
by a large majority and already seyeral 
are threatening to leave the party. 

Now, the bulk of these reform peo- 
ple are undoubtedly honest, well-mean- 
ing men—good American citizens. 
Some of the leaders are, also. Others 
are not—are designing schemers, plan- 
ning for their own political preterment, 
and in furtherance ofthat end per- 
fectly willing to sell out the movement, 
as far as they are. able, to whatever 
party or man makes the highest bid. 
Some of the demands made by the con- 
vention are reasonable; several of them 
are the opposite. Those which are rea- 
sonable can be secured within the@ex- 
isting parties; those which are other- 
wise it would be a disadvantage to se- 
cure at all. 

This new party will go the way of 
many similar ones that have preceded 
it. There will be much enthusiasm 
and brilliant anticipations for a tifhe, 
and the members of the party will one 
day awake to a_ realization of 
the sorrowful fact that they 
have been traded off; without their 
knowledge, by a few dasigning men, to 
a person or persons who have paid the 
leaders in bard cash and the silly fol- 
lowers in glittering promises never to 
be fulfilled. —

CONFISCATION OF PROPERTY. 


Much is heard in these days about 
the confiscation of property by the 
grading of the streets. This is the 
favorite expression of the opponents of 
good grades. Whenever it is proposed 


part of the city, immediately the cry is 
raised by the owners of lots adjoining 
the proposed cuts and fills, that the 
grade will result in the confiscation of 
their property. It may be observed as 
a curious fact thata large.mumber of 
such grades have heretofore been es- 
tablished in the face of this cry, and 
that not a single instance of confisca- 
tion is known to have occurred. The 
cry in every instance is raised for the 
effect it will have on the city officers 
whose duty itis to fix the grades of 
streets. The hope is that it will deter 
them from authorizing an easy grade 
which, it is feared, might result in the 
removal of a large quantity of earth. 

It is intended to prevent such cuts 
‘and fills as are indispensable to a traffic 
grade. | 

There are two facts in this connec- 
tion which may well be noticed. In 
the first place, the lots upon which 
these complaints are based are always 
either on hills or in hollows. and in 
every instance they were purchased at 
at a much less price-or are held and 
assessed at a much lower rate, on ac- 
count of the very necessity for grading 
the street. In the next place, in every 
single instance of carrying out a traflic 
grade throughout a street, the prop- 
erty which it was claimed would be 
confiscated or injured by the grade, has 
been benefited by it. In no case 
where a proper grade has been made 
has property been injured thereby. 
Only when a non-traffic, or “private,” 
grade was adopted, has the adjoining 
property been injured or depreciated 
by the grade. No greater misfor- 
tune can happen to property fronting 
on ae street capablé of being 
made business street than 
to have a mere private grade adopted 
for it. The property may have had a 
prospective value before such grade 
was permanently established, but it 
can have no such value after the 1m- 
practicable grade becomes fixed. It 
slumbered under the uncertainty, but 
its value was killed outright by the 
bad grade. Somany instances have 
occurred in this city of yielding to the 
importunities for private grades when 
public or traffic grades were demanded 
by the circumstances, that the people 
have become restive under the practice 
and are giving the subject merited 
attention. 

The difference between the value of 
real property fronting on asestreet bur- 
dened with an impracticable grade and 
property on a street with a good traffic 
grade is about asone to ten. On the 
former lots may be worth $100 
apiece, while on the well graded 
streets, — fit. for. business; lots 
will sell for $1000 each. This cry 
of confiscation is mere pretense, and 
so far as known, in..every instance, 
shortsighted. There is nothing but

A Spider's id Work. 

When the common \geometrical spider 
has made up its mind to spin a web, it 
commences operations by inclosing a cer- 
tain area with the foundation lines. To 
these radiating lines are fixed, generally 
about thirty in number, and all joining 
in the center of the snare. When the 
radii are finished the spinner proceeds 
to weave the concentric lines, stretching 
them from one radiating thread to an- 
other, and forming of the silk 
thickly studded with viscous drops. 
Starting from the center of the web, 
however, the first few concentric threads 
are without this peculiarity, the reason 
being that the spider likes to sometimes 
sit in the middle of its web, and natural- 
ly does not care to be incommoded with 
the sticky matter which it prepares for 
the special benefit of its prey. 

When the snare is finished, a task 


| which often does not occupy more than 


forty minutes in spite of the complicated 
nature of the work, the spider weaves a 
cell in some secluded spot close at hand, 
connecting it with the center of the web 
by’ means of a special thread, This, by 
its trembling, gives intimation of the 
capture of any insect in the web, and 
also forms a pathway by which the 
snugly ensconced spider is enabled to 
proceed on an investigating expedition. 
—Cornhill Magazine. 


The Sense of Smell. 

The eye is used only for seeing, and 
the ear for hearing, but the nose is one 
of the organs that serve a double pur- 
pose. It is not only the seat of the 
sense of smell, but was intended to be 
the principal organ through which man 
should breathe. Its circuitous passages, 
warm and moist, protect the lungs by 
taking the chill from the inspircd air 
and arresting irritating dust.

France’s Executive. 

The president of France is chosen by a 
majority vote of both branches of par- 
liament sitting together as a joint-as- 
sembly, and his term is seven years. 
Usually, however, he 'ig, compelled to 
step down from office by pressure from 
parliament before his term ends. The 
constitution gives him the authority to 
select a ministry, which must comprise 
members of parliament; to conclude 
treaties with foreign nations, to appoint 
to the chief military and civil posts, to 
pardon offenders, and in ccncurrence 
with the senate to dissolve the chamber 
of .deputies and bring about a new elec- 
tion. These are the chief powers of the 
president. The present executive—Car- 
not—was elected on Dec. 3, 1887.—St.
